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BILL FOR 50 PCT. 
HIKE IN TAAES ON 
LIQUOR, BEER, 
WINE IS PASSED 


32-1 Senate Vote Sends 
It to Dalton — In Ef- 
fect When Signed — 
House Approves Ap- 


propriation Bills.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 1i— 
A House-approved bill imposing 
a 50 per cent increase in state 
taxes on liquor, beer and wine 
was passed today by the Senate, 
32 to 1, and sent to the Governor. 
The bill, which is expected to 
bring in $7,500,000 in additional 
revenue in the next two years, is 
the second of Gov. John M. Dal- 
ton’s four major tax increase 
proposals to clear the Legisla+ 

ture. 
Emergency Clause. 

Under terms of an emergency 
clause, the newly-enacted meas- 
ure will take effect when signed, 
and will help to produce 
revenues needed to balance Dal- 
ton’s record $1,255,000,000 state 
budget for the 1961-63 biennium 
beginning July 1. 

The bill would increase the 
state tax on liquor from 80 cents 
to $1.20 a gallon. The levy on 
heer would be boosted from 62 
to 93 cents a barrel, on fortified 
wines from 10 to 15 cents a gal- 
lon, and on light wines from 2 
to 15 cents a gallon. 

The newly-enacted bill would 
eliminate the use of Missouri 
state tax stamps on liquor, beer 
and wines, and substitute a tax 
reporting system. The change 
will save the state $222,000 every 
two years in stamp printing 
costs. 

Delay on Cigarette Bill, 


Senator Omer H. Avery 
(Dem.), Troy. who is handling 
the Governor's revenue bills, 
sought to bring up for Senate 
action a House-approved admin- 
istration bill increasing the state 
cigarette tax from 2 to 4 cents 
a package. 

Action on this measure was 
deferred, however, at the re- 
quest of Senator Sorkis J. Webbe: 
(Dem.), St. Louis, who said he 
needed more time to get in- 
formation for an amendment he 
wants to offer. He said he was 
thinking of asking the Senate to 
boost the cigarette tax to 5 cents 
a package and prohibit munici- 
pal cigarette taxes. He said he 
is trying to find out how many 
Missouri cities now levy a cigar- 
ette tax, and what-revenues they 
produce. 

A bill providing $71,928,981 for 
operation of the Division of Men- 
tal Diseases and the Department 
of Corrections was passed by the 
House and sent to the Senate 
yesterday. It would provide 
$5,344,000 more for the Division 
of Mental Diseases than was rec- 
ommended ‘by Gov.: Dalton. 

Budget Reductions. 

Another measure approved by 
the House provides a cut of 
$14,347,356 from the amount rec- 
ommended by Gov. Dalton in his 
budget for the 1961-63 biennium 
beginning next July ! 

The reduction was in salaries 
or allotments for personal serv- 
icés in a measure for operation 
of the executive branch of the 
state government in the next 
biennium. A total of $417,162,091 
is now included in the bill. 

Of the $14,347,356, a total of 
$1,100,000 was cut from general 
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Official lorceast for ‘St.

IN KATANGA REPORTED CUT 


Bank Renin Petnies' in Latest Moves in 
Tshombe’s Dispute With U.N.

ELISABETHVILLE, Katanga 
Province, The Congo, April 11 
(UPI) —Katangese authorities 
blocked United Nations bank ac- 
counts today and were reported 
to have cut communications to 
some installations held by U.N. 
troops. 

The moves were the latest 
in provincial President Moise 
Tshombe’s running dispute with 
the U.N. command which he 
charges threatens his authority. 

Informed sources said the Ka- 
tangese cut rail and telephone 
communications from Kamina 
Air Base to Kamina and to Ka- 
lubi, 62 miles to the north.

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M., April 
11 (AP)—A Trans World Air- 
lines commercial jet pilot was 
a witness to Friday's accidental 
shooting down of an Air Force 
bomber by a Sidewinder mis- 
sile.

COMMUTERS HOOF

NEW YORK, April 11 (AP)— 
Three trainloads of commuters 
had to walk more than a mile 
through the Hudson and Man- 
hattan railroad tunnel, beneath 
the Hudson river last night when 
a defective pump disrupted serv- 
ice at the start of the evening 
rush hours. 

Service was halted between 
New York and New Jersey 
points. The defective pump was 
in the tunnel under the Hudson 
river. The line said the delay 
affected trains bound from up- 
town New York to Jersey City 
and Hoboken. 

Some 300 to 500 passengers 
aboard the three trains were 
caught in the tunnel when serv- 
ice failed. 

All lights and power were shut 
off. Passengers waited more 
than +n hour before they were 
told of the trouble and were ad- 
vised to walk the tracks back 
to Christopher street in Green- 
wich Village.

Rusk Says This Coun- 
try Has Stepped Up 
Supplies for Loyal 
Forces. 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP) 
—Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
said today the United States is 
keeping a close watch on the in- 
creased Soviet airlifting of mili- 
tary supplies to the Communist 
rebels in Laos.

Eichmann, who was chief of 
the Jewish Affairs section of 
Hitler's Gestapo in Germany in 
World War II, stood stiff-backed 
but impassive in a bullet-proof 
prisoner's dock during the read- 
ing of the 27-page indictment

The morning session had been 
well-attended but the court 
chamber was half empty as the 
legalistic skirmishing continued 
through the afternoon. 


Direct Responsibility Charged. 


The .indictment alleges that 
Eichmann bears direct respon- 
sibility for the death of millions 
Jews, that he caused others 
“degradation . , , deportation 

. deprivation , . . and inhu- 
man torture and suffering.”’ 

Israel has abolished capital 
punishment except for crimes 
against humanity under the 1950 
law. On 12 of the 15 counts 
against Eichmann, the maxi- 
mum penalty is death. 

Eichmann, as he stood in the 
dock, was stony-faced and mo- 
tionless. He wore a dark gray 
business suit, white shirt and a 
striped necktie. He peered once 
through the protective glass to- 
ward the audience, nodded once 
to Servatius and the lawyer's as- 
sistants. Then he turned his head 
toward the three judges. 


Courtroom Filled Early. 


The courtroom is a_theater- 
like room with 746 seats. All of 
them were filled 20 minutes be- 
fore the start of the trial today 
at 9:01 a.m.

Senator Pat McNamara,

The Michigan Senator said, 
“‘we are very hopeful the bill 
can be held in this form on the 
floor.”’ 

The House, which has passed 
a minimum wave bill, cut the 
minimum rise to $1.15 and 
trimmed the extent of coverage 
far below what Mr. Kennedy had 
sought. 

In other congressional action 
today the House Armed Services 
Committee began work on the 
largest money authorization bill 
ever introduced — an $11,900,-

COLOGNE, Germany, April 11] 
(AP)—Robert Servatius is an old 
hand at defending Nazis in court. 
That is probably why he was 
called to defend Adolf Eichmann 
against charges of responsibility 
for killing millions of Jews 
Hitler's regime. 

After the war, the West Ger- 
man lawer helped to defend the 
Nazi leaders at Nuernberg. He 
was counsel for Fritz Sauckel, 
Hitler's wartime slave labor 
camp director who was hanged 
by the Allies at Nuernberg. 

The gray-haired, heavy-set at- 
torney never was a member of 
the Nazi party. He says he op- 
posed the Hitler regime from the 
beginning. 

A Heavy Duty.’ 

Servatius speaks of his Nazi 
defense work without enthusi- 
asm. He says he does it to see 
that there is an adequate coun- 
sel for the defendants. In accept- 
ing the Eichmann Case, he spoke 
of a ‘“‘heavy duty.” 

“Despite my age I like to 
fight, this is the actual reason 
why I will defend Eichmann in 
Israel,’’ the 65-year-old Servatius 
once said. 

He believes ‘‘that there 
be a possibility in this trial 
for an official revision, so to 
speak, of the Nuernberg trials 
which were held under the sha- 
dow of the four victorious 
powers.’

His father, a prosperous to- 
bacco merchant, spent 10 years 
in the United States. There 

young Robert Servatius gained 
an excellent command of 
English. 

Servatius is married, but has 
no children. He served in both 
World Wars and was wounded 
three times. He was among the 
first lawyers the Allies permitted 

to resume practice after the war.

The measure passed by a vote | 


of 135 to 0, authorizes also an 
increase in the St. Louis basic 
school operating tax rate from 
89 cents to $1. A measure boost- 
ing the St. Louis school tax rate 


alone was passed by the Senate | 


yesterday by a vote of 31 to 0. 

The proposed constitutional 
amendment, introduced by Rep- 
resentative F. Neil Aschemeyer 
(Dem.), Olivette, would permit 
apportionment of revenue from 
the county tax among the coun- 
ty’s 27 school districts to equal- 
ize their finances. 

Requires Vote. 

The proposed amendment 
would require approval of vot- 
ers. It would be submitted at 
the 1962 general election or at 
a special election called by the 
Governor. 

Final adoption of the increased 
St, Louis school tax rate would 
permit the Board of Education 
to levy the sum without voter 
approval. 

Senator Sorkis J. Webbe 
(Dem.), St. Louis, told the Sen- 
ate yesterday that all other 
school districts in Missouri are 
permitted to levy a basic tax of 


$1 without approval of the vot- 


ers. 
He pointed out that the pres- 
ent St. Louis school levy is 


$1.71, as authorized by the vot- | 


ers. He said that if St. Louis 
voters ever rejected a school 
tax increase, the rate would 
automatically revert to 89 cents 
and cost the city about $7,000,000 
a year in state aid.

Members of the St. Louis 
County Municipal League voiced 


bitter opposition at a committee | 


hearing last night to a proposed 
constitutional amendment to 
give the County Council power 
to furnish eight types of munic- 
ipal services. 

Mayor Vincent Bayer of 
Greendale, league president, 
charged that the proposed 
amendment had been submitted 
to the Legislature by the County 
Council without first conferring 
with representatives of the mu- 
nicipalities. 

Mayor Leo Hayes of Wellston 
told the House Committee on 
Constitutional Amendments: 


| A $5,000,000, 13-story office 
building will be built at the 
northwest corner of Hanley road 
and Forsyth boulevard, Clayton, 
under plans announced yesterday 
by G. J. Nooney & Co. and La- 
clede Bond & Mortgage Co. 


Occupying a two-acre site front- 
ing 190 feet on Forsyth and ex- 
tending 445 feet north to Mary- 
land avenue, the structure will 
house a new St. Louis Club, now 
being organized, on the three top 
floors, Nooney said. 


The site, now vacant, is owned 
by a syndicate headed by La- 
clede Bond. Nooney said con- 
struction was expected to get 
under way by the end of this 
year, On completion of detailed 
planning. The structure will be 
called the Pierre Laclede Build- 
ing. 

Designed by the architectural 
firm of Smith & Entzeroth, 8230 
Forsyth, Clayton, the building 
will be of reinforced concrete

UBEMPLOYE ON RED INQUIRY x 


Bookkeeper Treated in 
Hospital—Safe Ran- 
sacked, Nothing of 
Value Taken. 


Arthur J. Beyer, a bookkeeper 
at Old Warson Country Club 
was beaten yesterday by 
masked robbers who ransacked 
a safe at the club, 9841 Old War 
son road, Ladue, but obtained 
nothing of value 

Beyer, 63 years old, 6211 Mar 
winette avenue, was treated at 
St. Louis County Hospital for 
seven scalp lacerations and a 
laceration of the right hand. [he 
robbers beat him with a pistol 
and their fists, Ladue police re 
ported. 

Beyer said“he was at his desk 
in the country club office short!y 
before 5 p.m. when he heard 
footsteps in the doorway behind 
him and a voice say: “Get your 
hands up or I'll kill you. This is 
a holdup.” 

Knocked Off Chair. 

A hard object was pressed 
against Beyer’s back and he 
turned slightly, exclaiming, 
‘‘What is this?’’ One of the rob- 
bers struck him on the head 
with the pistol, knocking him off 
the chair. 

A shot was fired. Apparent'y 
it was aimed at two golf profes- 
sionals who appeared in ihe 
hallway outside the ‘office in re- 
sponse to Beyer's shouts. lhe 
two professionals retreated to an 
upstairs room. 

Beyer said the robbers struck 
im repeatedly on the head as 
he crouched on the floor. He 
said he managed to crawl to the 
doorway and saw the robbers 
ransacking the safe, the door to 
which had been ajar. 

The bookkeeper ran down the 
hallway to a washroom and 
mopped the blood from his head 
with a towel. 

Meanwhile, the golf profession- 
als, Al Mengert and his assist- 
ant, William Davidson, _at- 
tempted to telephone police, but 
were unable to obtain an outside 
line. They went to a window and 
shouted to a third professional, 
Philip S. Merritt, who was on a 
green about 100 yards away, but 
were unable to attract Merritt's 
attention. 

Car Seen in Driveway. 

Beyer then telephoned police. 
Merritt said he did not see the 
robbers leave the club, though 
he had noticed an automobile, 
believed to be the one used by 
the robbers, parked in a drive- 
way outside the club entrance

In a telephone conversation 
from Washington today, the Rev 
M. Beeny insisted to a reporter 
that all obligations on the bonds 
will be met 

‘We are not behind in our ob- 
ligations,” he said. “To my 
knowledge, every interest 
ment has been made.”’ 

When informed of the com- 
plaints, the evangelist said that 
“there may have been an over- 
sight’’ in a few cases. He said 
an escrow fund has been set up 
to meet all interest payments, 
and that it normally contains 
about $2000,

VAX BILL KILLED

JEFFERSON CITY, April li— 
A bill designed to prevent use of 
trading stamps was killed by the 
Senate Criminal Jurisprudence 


Committee after a hearing last 


night. The, proposed measure 
called for heevy state taxes on 
stamp companies and merchants 
dealing in trading stamps. 

It was Opposed at the hearing 
by representatives of companies 
concerned and by a group of 
Jefferson City housewives. 

Termed Legitimate. 


Stamp company attorneys and 
merchants said the use of trad- | 
ing stamps is a legitimate meth- 
od of promoting sales and en-| 
couraging prompt payment of 
charge accounts. They denied it 
is an unfair practice, as con- 
tended by the sponsors. 

The bill, introduced by Sena- 
tor Jasper Brancato (Dem.), 
Kansas City, sought to impose 
an annual tax on stores offering 
trading stamps to their custom- 
ers. The tax would have ranged 
from $4000 a store in counties of 
fewer than 30,000 population to 
$7000 a. store in counties with 
more than 70,000 persons. 

Gov. John M. Dalton’s bill to 
permit police to use chemical 
tests to determine if motorists 
are intoxicated survived another 
strong attack by opponents yes- 
terday. The Senate debated the 
controversial traffic safety pro- 
posal a third time without reach- 
ing a final vote. 

Yesterday's fight centered on 
an amendment by Senator Earl 
R. Blackwell (Dem.), Hillsboro, 
which would have stricken from 
the bill a provision declaring a 
driver would be presumed to be 
drunk if the test showed his 
blood contained .15 of 1 per cent 
alcohol. Blackwell argued that 
this provision would automati- 
cally convict a motorist for 
drunken driving, in violation of 
his constitutional rights. 


Defense by Gibson. 

Senator Floyd R. Gibson 
(Dem.), Independence, pointed 
out that the bill specified that 
such a finding constitutes a ‘‘re- 
buttable presumption,” and did 
not mean automatic conviction 
of a defendant. 


He told the Senate that “‘it is 
a scientific fact that a person 
with that much alcohol in his 
blood should not be driving- on 
the highways.” The Blackwell 
amendment was defeated 10 
to 18. 

The Senate adopted an amend- 
ment by Gibson which would 
give a motorist the right to de- 
cide if the intoxication test was 
to be made from a sample of the 
suspect’s blood, or by other 
chemical tests of the breath, sa- 
liva or urine as authorized by 
the bill. 

A controversial inheritance tax 
bill was abandoned yesterday by 
its sponsors, Senators Jack C. 
Jones of Carrollton and William 
B. Waters of Liberty, Demo- 
crats, after it had provoked 
widespread opposition from 
throughout the state. Numerous 
letters objecting to the bill have 
been received by all Senators. 

The bill, which was pending 
before the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee, would have 
extended the state inheritance 
tax to jointly held property. Op- 
ponents charged the bill would 
open the way for heavy legal 
fees and probate court costs

As a participant in the Peace

University students on Wednesday, 
I was continuously subjected to the 
epithets ‘‘Communist,”’ ‘‘pinkie”’ 
and ‘‘dupe."’ 

As a person who is not a Commu- 
nist, not anyone’s dupe and fully 
aware of my reasons for taking a 
certain position, I greatly resent the 
continual linking in this country of 
dissent with disloyalty. 

There are two things to which | 
have made a personal commitment 
for my life. These are the Christian 
faith and the concept of individual 
freedom within a democratic so0- 
ciety. And these are inextricably 
bound. 

One cannot claim commitment to 
an’ ideal without being ready to act 
on it and in defense of it. Conse- 
quently, I would not be true to the 
Christian doctrine of love if I did 
not speak out against the world- 
avide march toward nuclear anni- 
hilation. This does not bespeak 
disloyalty to mv country but a 
compassion for the peoples of the 
human race. 

Similarly, I cannot stand by 
silently while segments of our gov- 
ernment, in the ardor of fighting 
Communism, themselves gloss over 
and submerge the very ideals they 
are trying to defend. My devotion 
to the concept of individual liberty 
demands that I protest the attempts 
of certain congressional committees 
—namely, the House Un-American 
Activities Committee and the Sen- 
ate Internal Security subcommittee 
—to silence the voice of construt- 
tive and necessary dissent. 

Ht is just this factor of individual 
freedom—of which the ultimate ex- 
pression is the right of dissent— 
which makes our society better 
than the existing Communist socie- 
ties and more likely to withstand 
the test of time. If we obliterate 
this freedom for any reason, we 
obliterate the very basis of our 
free society.

Brazil, for Example 

Nationalism and social change were the 
two forces which Post-Dispatch reporters 
Richard Dudman and Tom Yarbrough found 
on the march everywhere in Latin America. 
Janio Quadros, new President of Brazil, is 
an important example of those forces. He also 
seems to be an enigma to many North Ameri- 
cans, but an informed foreign policy cannot 
permit enigmas. 

President Quadros won more attention than 
understanding in this country when he visited 
Castro in Cuba, talked of recognizing Com- 
munist states and proposed trade with them. 
Was he, North America wondered, some kind 
of pro-Communist? A new Castro in Latin 
America’s largest nation? 

One answer is to quote the Brazilian Com- 
munist. Luis Carlos Prestes, who said Quad- 
ros was “against progress, reactionary, dema- 
gogic and an ally of imperialism.” 


The fact is that President Quadros is a 
nationalist, a progressive but—by Brazilian 
standards—somewhat conservative. His do- 
mestic program is based on a harsh aus- 
terity program to combat an inherited insolv- 
ency. The program has eliminated subsidies 
for imports, raised prices (gasoline by 75 
per cent) and made living more difficult, 

His foreign policy has to be viewed in the 
light of -his domestic program. He seeks 
trade with the Communist bloc because 
Brazil needs more trade, and if this requires 
diplomatic relations, the United States can 
hardly complain, He seeks visible indications 
of independence from United States tutelage 
because public opinion demands it. Such 
nationalism is the least price that could be 
paid to win broad support, including hostile 
left-wing support, for a harsh internal pro- 
gram. 

Each Latin republic must be judged in- 
dividually, of course. Yet the position of 
President Quadros is similar to that of other 
Latin American statesmen who find that 
nationalism and social change are essential 
to the preservation of democracy, or the 
extension of it. How, then, would a wise 
United States policy deal with Mr. Quadros? 

He must, first of all, be treated as a friend, 
for he obviously is not an enemy. He has 
stated that “the ideological position of Brazil 
is Western, and from it we will not swerve.” 

His political position, to the left of what 
many North Americans would insist upon, 
should be recognized as essential to his own 
country and compatible with the best inter- 
ests of the hemisphere. The “democratic 
left,” as the recent Kennedy Administration 
white paper on Cuba noted, now represents 
the main alternative to the extreme left of 
Castroism. Certainly Latins have turned 
away from dictatorships of the right.

His foreign policy, based on independence 
from the United States, ought to be accepted. 
Washington certainly does not intend to push 
the neighbor nations around, but it has to 
be keenly aware of Latin suspicions. Insist- 
ence on a close military alliance would be a 
mistake. Even economic aid, so essential to 
support of friendly neighbors, ought to be 
unobtrusive aid. 

Brazil, far more than Cuba, now represents 
the kind of challenge which North America 
faces in Latin America. The Kennedy Admin- 
istration has shown full awareness of the 
rising demand for nationalism and social 
revolution. But an informed public opinion 
in this country is essential to help the Ad- 
ministration launch a more enlightened and 
more realistic policy for Brazil and every 
other sister republic. 


Shakespeare in Arabic 


The world of William Shakespeare is about 
to be made available for the first time to the 
Arabic-reading world, an event certainly of 
no small magnitude. This great soaring of 
words will come irito another tongue under 
the inspiration of an Egyptian scholar of ex- 
traordinary vision who might have intrigued 
the pen even of the bard himself. 

Dr. Taha Husein is bringing the monu- 
mental work to fruition with the aid of 20 
other scholars at the age of 71. In addition 
to a library edition, of which 1000 sets will 
be distributed to libraries, schools and uni- 
versities in the United Arab Republic, paper- 
backs will be offered at $1.10 a volume, most 
of them containing two plays. 

Dr. Husein knows Shakespeare not only 
in English but also in the French and German 
translations. .He has himself translated the 
complete works of Sophocles from the Greek, 
and many of the tragedies of Aeschylus. He 
is the author of 40 books—history, philoso- 
phy, criticism and novels—and has come to 
be regarded as the most eminent literary 
figure in his country. 

All this accomplishment is made still more 
remarkable by the fact thet Dr. Husein has 
been blind since the age of 3. Few happier 
things could be said of any man than the 
tribute paid him by his friend Andre Gide: 
“He interests himself in everything and his 
curiosity remains young and unfulfilled.” 


Israel’s Day of Testing 


This is a difficult day for Israel. 

Not only is Adolf Karl Eichmann going on 
trial in Jerusalem for his part in the horrible 
Nazi extermination of Jews. In a sense, Pre- 
mier Ben-Gurion and those others who have 
insisted on the proceedings also are going on 
trial. 

The Nazi atrocities were an outrage against 
the conscience of civilization, neither to be 
forgiven nor forgotten. This moral verdict 
touches Eichmann as well as his masters. Yet 
there is a difference between a moral verdict 
and a legal verdict. And paradoxical as it may 
seem, civilization exists largely by the recog- 
nition of this difference. ; 

This thought apparently brought about the 
resignation of Phinas Rosen, learned in Euro- 
pean law, as Israel’s minister of justice. He 
was disturbed because Eichmann was kid’ 
napped, not extradited, because Eichmann is 
a German citizen whose crimes were com- 
mitted in Poland before Israel existed, and 
because one of Eichmann’s judges has been 
publicly denouncing him.as “Satan.” Indeed 
Judge Rosen may have been disturbed by the 
special law which he drew up to cover Eich- 
mann’s case, and to make the death penalty 
legal.in Israel for this one man and no other. 

Premier Ben-Gurion’s feelings are readily 
understood and widely shared. He desires a 
legal verdict to supplement the verdict of 
history—whether he needs it or not. But in 
the process, as Judge Rosen suggested, he 
exposes the good-name of Israel to a severe 
test. Quite aside from legalities and the ques-

tion of a fore-ordained verdict, the trial could 
lead into by-ways straining the good relations 
of Israel and other nations, especially West 
Germany. Deep ahd primitive psychological 
factors could become involved. 

So it is to be hoped that the matter will be 
conducted with the utmost circumspection— 
not so much for Eichmann’s sake as for the 
sake of Israel. Righteous anger should not be 
blind to the importance of justice under law. 


Why Tax Development? 

The question of whether Missouri is to tax 
its economic development comes before the 
State Senate Ways and Means Committee 
Wednesday, The general answer ought to be 
that Missouri needs industrial growth too 
desperately to put a tax upon it. 


Last month the State Supreme Court 
knocked out use tax exemptions for some 
raw materials and for machinery and parts 
brought into the state for fabrication. The 
court held in effect that these exemptions 
were not in the sales tax, that the two levies 
are complementary and ought to be uniform. 
The result is that both supposedly retail taxes 
apply to some essentially non-retail industrial 
items to which neither was meant to apply. 


Thus Missouri industry faces a new and 
unexpected levy. This has caused concern 
for two big airline overhaul bases in Kansas 
City and for the Mopac shops at DeSoto, 
which must pay 2 per cent on repair parts. 
We cite these particular industries because a 
recent state Development and Resources Com- 
mission bulletin boasts of Missouri’s unusually 
rapid growth in production of transportation 
equipment. But aside from the impact on 
existing industries, the tax certainly offers 
no inspiration to new industry to come here. 


Nearly all states with sales and use taxes 
exempt raw materials, and Missouri does so 
except in the case of materials used by ‘‘serv- 
ice’ industries, including utilities and amuse- 
ments. Many states do not.exempt industrial 
equipment, though some limit the use tax 
upon it. But some of Missouri's neighboring 
competitors for industry offer exemptions 
that Missouri does not. This leaves Missouri 
in a poor competitive position. 

Senator Spradling of Cape Girardeau pro- 
poses to restore the use tax exemptions and 
make them applicable under the sales tax 
as well. Since this would cost the state some 
revenue, he proposes raising both taxes to 
2% per cent. In his opinion, the higher rate 
would more than make up for the revenue 
loss. 
be? The Senate committee ought to find out. 

Raising the sales tax against the entire 
public ought to be a last resort for protecting 
economic development, but the stakes are 
high. Development itself promises more in- 
come and less burdensome future taxes for 
Missourians. It will be up to the Senate 
committee, first of all, to balance the reve- 
nue problem against the need for industrial 
tax exemptions. Gov. Dalton ought to help 
to provide the solution. He campaigned for 
a program of industrial growth which the 
present tax system can only discourage. 


Rav of Hope in Laos 


The news that Prince Souvanna Phouma, 
the neutralist former premier of Laos, has 
accepted an invitation to visit Washington in 
a few days marks a step toward resolving the 
Laotian imbroelio. Last month the -Prince 
set out to visit New Delhi, Paris, London, 
Moscow and Peiping to discuss the situation 
in his country; his original schedule did not 
include the United States. i 

The visit may present the ‘West with an 
Souvanna has been in self-im- 
posed exile in Cambodia since last December, 
when the present pro-West regime took over. 
The Communist-led rebels who control about 
half the country say Souvanna still is premier 
and demand his recognition. . The Kennedy 
Administration has indorsed a neutralist gov- 
ernment in Laos; Souvanna may well emerge 
as the key man in the struggle. 

Soviet newspapers have given prominence 
to a broadcast by Capt. Kong Le, leftist Lao- 
tian paratrooper, which Said that both sides 
must get together and discuss a cease-fire. 
Only a government headed by Souvanna; said 
Kong Le, has the right to call such a confer- 
ence. Within a short time Souvanna will have 
seen the leaders of the major nations con- 
cerned. He should have a good idea of the 
possibilities for peace, and he should be as- 
sisted and encouraged in efforts to bring 
ebout a cease-fire. This is a necessary prelude 
to a negotiated settlement, and it cannot 
come too soon. 


The Zenlous Prosecutor 


In his first press conference, Robert Ken- 
nedy was very much the zealous prosecutor, 
promising not only to go after malefactors 
great and small, but also asking for legisla- 
tion to aid in their apprehension and punish- 
ment. 

The Department of Justice, he said, is es- 
pecially interested in price-fixing by business. 
He is considering legislation which would bar 
a person convicted of felony from office in 
a corporation just as the Landrum-Griffin Act 
bars certain convicted labor leaders from 
office for a time. 

Where racketeering is concerned, Mr. Ken- 
nedy repeated a number of recommendations 
made by former Attorney General Rogers and 
added a few of his own. One of these, pro- 
posed by both men, is highly questionable on 
constitutional and other grounds. It would 
grant immunity to certain witnesses to compel 
their testimony in connection with violations 
of the Hobbs Racketeering Act and the Taft- 
Hartley Act. Aside from the discrimination 
involved in exercising such compulsion in one 
class of cases and not in others, is it within 
the spirit of the Fifth Amendment to allow 
a prosecutor, rather than an individual, to 
decide when testimony shall be considered 
self-incriminatory? Compulsory testimony 
smacks too much of the judicial devices that 
led to adoption of the Bill of Rights as pro- 
tection for the individual. 

On the other hand, Congress well may agree 
with Mr. Kennedy’s request for a ban against 
the use of telephone and telegraph for betting 
operations. St. Louisans will recall that the 
denial of telephone service nipped big-time 
gambling operations here. There might well 
be a ban against providing such services 
where their illegal purpose is clearly ap- 
parent. The same principle applies to the 
outlawing of interstate shipment of pin-ball 
machines and other gambling equipment. It 
would help to have a federal law under which 
services could be denied.

Instead of shocking the Germans 
into repentence, it would deaden their 
nerves, as it had deadened our nerves, 
and make them, as it had made us, 
see wickedness as a routine.

The Long Season 


NEW YORK, April lti—‘‘It 
usually rains, it seems to me. 
the night before we open the 
season. It did in °54, | recali, 
and again in ‘57 and ‘58. It’s 
raining now, which is another 
good reason to go to bed at 
10 o'clock, try to sleep, and

Jim Brosnan is a big, pipe- 
smoking, four-eyed pitcher who 
reads and writes and drinks 
martinis. When he wrote the 
words above he was in his thir- 
tieth year and for a dozen of 
them he had been a profes- 
sional ball player. By 1959 he 
qualified as an old pro, yet 
here he was on the night of 
April 9 of that year alone in 
his St. Louis hotel room sweat- 
ing it out as miserably as any 
rookie. 


Rereading his baseball! diary, 
‘The Long Season,’’ while the 
rain fell Monday was an aid 
toward understanding what so 
many guys in so many hotel 
rooms across the country were 
feeling, all at the same‘time. 

This was a good spring in the 
training camps. Florida never 
had more consistently glorious 
weather. The sun cooked the 
soreneses out and the muscies 
came around and in the exhi- 
hition games there were some 
who simply couldn’t do any- 
thing wrong. For them. it was 
fun, but Monday the fun was 
past. Now it was the eve of 
opening day—for the White Sox 
and Senators the day had ar- 
rived—and from here out they 
would be playing for keeps. 


Inside View 


What would the season bring 
for each of them? For Car! 
Yastrzemski, 21 vears old, a 
Long Island potato farmer 
whom the Red Sox ransomed 
out of Notre Dame for $12,000, 
and for Stan Musial, 40, await- 
ing his twenty-third opening 
day. These fellows are profes- 
sional athletes who consider 
it a confession of weakness to 
admit that they even think 
about the question. 

Jim Brosnan thinks and can 
express himself. It s'*s him 
apart in his professio™, and 
causes other players to ced 
him with suspicion if ne’ with 
active dislike. It also lens a 
distinctive quality to whai,he 
writes. 

“The Long Season’’ made no 
friends in baseball for its au- 
thor. It is a cocky book, 
caustic and candid and, in a 
way, courageous, for Brosnan 
calls them as he sees them, 
doesn't hesitate to name 
names, and employs ridicule 
like a stiletto. 

He infuriated a lot of men 
fn baseball but he wrote an 
honest book that furnished an 
insight into the baliplayer’s life 
which no outsider could pos- 
sibly get from the romantic 
baseball novels or the ghost 
written autobiographies, writ- 
ten by men who are outsiders 
themselves. 


It Beats Working 


Maybe it would be a good 
idea to reread ‘‘The Long Sea- 
son” before every opening 
day, especially if you're one 
of those who regard profes- 
sional baseball as a_ sport. 
Baseball is a game but it’s no 
sport. It is a job, a living, a 
business, and sometimes a 
fight to the finish. 

In a lot of respects, it beats 
working. It is better than open- 
ing oysters, better than a job 
in an oilcloth factory. The 
hours aren’t bad and the pay 
can be handsome but it isn’t 
®& game that can be played for 
fim. The businessman who 
fakes his worries home from 
the office is no more suscepti- 
ble to ulcers than the hitter 
walking the streets at night 

scause he is in a slump. No- 
body suffers more distressing 
Weartburn than the pitcher 
who hangs a curve with the 
Ballgame on the bases. 

Whenever a popular player 
ig cut loose, the bléeding-hearts 
revive the cry that club own- 
ers are a cold-blooded breed 
devoid of sentiment. They are 
not more cold-blooded than the 
players themselves, for pitch- 
ers hate hitters and hitters 
want pitchers dead—*‘because 

ey're trying to take the bread 
and butter out of my mouth.” 
On the other hand, club own- 
ers harp on the financial haz- 
ards, belaboring the fiction 
that they are risking millions 
out of a pure and lofty love for 
sport. It is a hazardous busi- 
ness—for the player, whose 
whole future may vanish in the 
instant a spike catches as he 
slides. With the guaranteed 
revenue available today 
through radio-television, it re- 
quires masterly mismanage- 
ment to lose money with a 
major league franchise.

ONE OF THE BIRTHDAY CARDS I received last week 
contained a number of smaller cards with bright sayings, 
guch as, “Well, another year closer to social security.” (An- 
other one said, “At your age you should own the company,”

I can hardly wait until 
that happy day of retire- 
ment to work on all those 
unfinished projects for 
which I never seem to have 
time. By and large, women, 
most of whom carry on & 
second job at home all 
through their working 
lives, face retirement with- 
out dread.

She went on to say that he had investigated vari- 
ous clubs for the senior citizen but found their empha- 
sis on entertainment, such as card playing, square 
dancing and games. He wanted to do something more 
solid than this. 


He has never had time to develop any hobbies, such as 
gardening or photography so cannot bridge the gap that way. 
Could I suggest anything in the line of volunteer work? She 
is sure that he is not alone in this dilemma. 

My first suggestion to Mrs. M. was that her husband’s 
grandfather get in touch with a hospital which has a volun- 
teer program which, I felt, would fit him very well. I also 
suggested that he call the Volunteer Bureau of the Health 
and Welfare Council] at GArfield 1-2600 for further ideas on 
volunteer programs for retired men. In my calls I learned 
that there are many places where a retired man can be 
happily useful. Such as: 

Men handy with tools are needed to do carpentry work, 
repairing toys at day care centers, making equipment to 
aid crippled and cerebral palsied children to walk, or the type 
of thing made at the Rehabilitation Center—tall tables for 
persons who cannot sit down, scissors devices for the handi- 
capped to pick up articles from the floor.

Men with a trade or hobby are always in demand 
to help teach crafts, plan and conduct programs at 
boys’ clubs, to share their skills with patients at Jef- 
ferson Barracks Veterans Hospital. Men who can 
drive are needed as chauffeurs to take people to clinics. 


Many hospitals have men volunteers to take around 
library and snack carts, escort those in wheelchairs, help 
with men patients. Friendly visitors are needed to visit 
hospitals, institutions and shut-ins. 

The man who has been an office worker can help in 
many ways—getting out newsletters, for instance. The man 
who has been a business executive is much needed by Proj- 
ect, Inc., which trains the mentally retarded for jobs in 
industry. 

These are just a few of the volunteer jobs which can 


keep a retired man from “wasting away in boredom.” Maybe 
our readers can suggest others.

I DON’T like gardening. But 
when people see you dawdling in 
the back yard, they itch to put 
you to work, even if you've 
worked all week. This time of 
year, we get out our deck chairs 
and sit in the sun. But as we sit 
dallying with the Sunday funnies 
solicitous but sadistic acquain- 
tances descend from a radius of 
20 miles with boxes of seedlings 
and cuttings which must be 
planted at once. 

Frail and demanding as fledg- 
ling birds, these babies must 
either be surreptitiously burned 
as quickly and mercifully as pos- 
sible, or I must serrender my 
hard-won leisure to dig, plant and 
cultivate. Once I have succumbed 
and am hard at work, the idle 
and beaming donors lean over my 
fence and give me good advice 
as prickly perspiration pours 
down my forehead and mosqui- 
toes feast on my winter-tender- 
ized anatomy. 

A sociologist recently said that 
a survey of gardening in a Chi- 
cago suburb noted for its flowers 
revealed that almost no gardener 
there gardened because he liked 
to. He gardened because the 
neighbors though he ought to. 

I have an aunt with a wedding 
ring waist who has gardened 
strenuously for 80 of her 85 years. 
While her figure fills me with 
envy, her exertions fill me with 
horror. I am a terrace gard- 
ener. My perfect garden is a 
few large flower pots and plant- 
ers set within easy reach of a 
deck chair and a soft drink. This 
idea is not original with me. It 
came from an encounter with a 
comfortable peasant on a Haitian 
mountainside. To sow his hand- 
kerchief-sized field, he had sen- 
sibly placed a three-legged stool 
in the exact center of his land.

Contract Bridge

‘South dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable, 
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The bidding: 
South West North East 


Opening lead—four of clubs, 

THE DECLARER’S CHIEF 
concern is to make the contract. 
In attempting to meet this aim 
he does not pay much attention 
to overtricks, but instead bends 
his efforts to fulfilling the con- 
tract. 

Here is a case where South 
carried the principle to the ex- 
treme and made his contract as 
a result. Declarer was Harold 
Ogust, New York star, who 
played the hand in a rubber 
bridge game. 

West led a club and South won 
the jack with the queen. Ogust 
saw he could make the contract 
easily if he cashed the K-Q of 
spades and it turned out that 
the suit was divided 3-2. 

But he also realized that if 


the spades were divided 4-1 he 
would be in serious trouble and 
would probably be defeated. Un- 
willing to stake his all on a 3-2 
spade break, Ogust devised « 
method of play that would give 
him a chance to make the hane 
even if the spades were unfavor- 
ably divided. 

At trick two he cashed the 
king of spades and then con- 
tinued with the queen. When 
West followed with the eight, 
Ogust overtook with the ace! 
This extraordinary play had 
solid reasoning behind it. 

If East had followed to the 
spade, thus proving the suit 
was divided 3-2, the plan was to 
continue with a spade and thus 
establish the remaining three 
spades as tricks. This play 
would guarantee nine tricks. 

But East showed out on the 
spade and Ogust was now able 
to draw on the alternate line of 
play he had reserved in case of 
a bad spade break. 


He led the ten of diamonds. 


It did not matter whether East 
covered with the queen or not, 
OQgust could not be prevented 
from. winning four diamond 
tricks eventually, and he wound 
up making theree notrump. 

If he had cashed the K-Q of 
spades initially, he would have 
been defeated. His play of over- 
taking the queen could have 
cost him a trick or two if the 
spades had been divided nor- 
mally, but the overtake gave him 
a far better chance of making 
the contract.

French Television, 


A Sometime Thing 


PARIS, April 11. 

ONE OF THE THINGS Americans in the United States 
envy Americans who live in Paris for is the fact that we are 
not saturated with television. 

“We can’t get our kids away from the television set,” our 
friends in the States com- 
plain. “At least your kids 
live a normal life.” 

If by living a normal life 
our friends mean that in- 
stead of watching tele- 
vision our kids are kept 
busy breaking all the fur- 
niture in the home, then 
we guess they have a point. 

But we'd rather have our 
kids ruined by television 
than give them a chance 
to ruin the apartment. 

Two years ago we bought 
a French television set and 
we've been watching it 
intermittently ever since. 
We say intermittently be- 
Cause we're never quite 
sure when there is going 
to be a program on the 
air. On some days there 
is television from 11:30 
a.m. until 1:30 p.m. Then it goes off again until 6:30 or 7:30 
p.m., except on Thursdays, Saturdays and Sundays, when 
there is a football game, unless the game is not televised 
because it is being played in Paris and the promoters are 
afraid it will cut the gate. 
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There have been times when we've stared at a 
large clock for 30 minutes straight, and for a while 
there was a program consisting of nothing but waves 
washing up on the sands, with music in the back- 
ground. We watched this program every week hoping 
that one day we’d see a fish washed up but it never 
happened, 


There is only one channel in Paris for television and 
that is owned lock, stock and antenna by the French Gov- 
ernment. 

As far as programs for children are concerned, the 
French don’t seem to be too interested. 

Last Sunday, after a very late Saturday night, we sent 
our three housewreckers in to look at the television set. 

It was 2:30 p.m. and they returned from the dining room 
where we keep the set. 

“There’s nothing on,”’ they complained. 

“There must be something on,” we said. “‘I hear sound.” 

We went to look and discovered that the National Tele- 
vision Orchestra was playing Claude Debussy’s ‘“‘La Mer,” 
without waves. 

The kids proceeded to destroy a tea table that had 
suddenly become an Indian fort. 

At 3 o’clock we sent them back in the dining room. 

They returned at 3:02. ‘‘There’s nothing on.” 

We went to see. It was a cross-country race at Nantes. 
Even we tired of it after the second mile. 

The Indians surrounded the fort and broke two lamps 
trying to shoot down their sister. 

At 5:20 we heard the woman announcer tell 
stand by for a film. 

We looked up the film in the newspaper program, and 
there in black letters it said, ‘“Humphrey Bogart in ‘Echec 
a la Gestapo.’ FOR ADULTS ONLY.” 

So much for television on a quiet Sunday afternoon.

But we don’t want to give the impression every- 
thing on French television is for adults. At 10 o’clock 
one night there was an international circus from 
Brussels. We became so excited we woke the kids 
up to let them watch it, but instead of thanking us, 
they cried, 


Even the films shown ‘For Adults Only” aren’t necessarily 
for all adults. Last Sunday at 8:30 p.m. the French showed 
“Bitter Rice,” but in the television program magazine, 
viewers were informed that Catholic censors didn’t recom- 
mend it. 

The most fun on French TV is provided by the sports 
events, particularly the international football and soccer 
matches, in which France plays another country. The French 
announcers are rather chauvinistic about the home team 
and make such remarks as, ‘‘That’s the worst referee I’ve 
ever seen. Look what he’s doing to the poor French team.” 

A score for France is always ‘‘magnifique” and for the 
foreign team “tant pis” (“tough luck”’). 

Sometimes the announcer gets so excited that no one has 
any idea what has happened. All he keeps screaming is, 
“Zut alors, zut alors, quel dommiage, quel dommage, mais 
non, mais non, mais non.” This means, as anyone who 
watches French television knows, that the French have just 
failed to score. 

But except for sports, we’re willing to trade five plays 
by the Comedie Francaise for one half hour of ‘‘Wagon Train.” 
Just think of the money we’d save on furniture.

This firm will eventually 
take you off their ‘‘sucker list.”

Making Pork Sate 


DEAR DR, MOLNER: Will freezing in a frozen food 
locker make home-made sausage safe for eating? Will ex- 
posure to cold kill the trichinae which may be present? 

N.L. 
Just “freezing in a 
frozen food locker’’ is 
not necessarily suffi- 
cient to kill the tri- 
chinae, those tiny 
mites that are found 
in. pork sometimes, 
and are the cause (if 
they are not killed) of 
the disease called tri- 
chinosis. It takes 
more than just “‘freez- 
ing.””. We have to go 
- eee to a lower temper- 
7 pags ature. 
DR. MOLNER We have to make 
sure that the cold reaches every part of the meat for 

an adequate length of time. It takes time for cold to 

penetrate. In below-zero weather we'll find ice on a 

river—but the ice may be only an inch thick. By the 

next day, if the cold continues, the ice will be thicker. 

It’s the same way with home-made sausage in a freezer. 
It takes time for the cold to penetrate all the way through. 
Yet.unless we give the cold time to work all the way through 
the meat, some of the trichinae may survive and cause illness 
when we eat the meat. 

Here are directions for making sure that sausage will not 
contain active trichinae: 

Keep at 5 degrees for 20 days, or 10 below zero for 10 
days, Or 20 below zero for six days. 

In addition, remember that these temperatures and times 
are sufficient only if: The packages are not more than six 
inches thick, and a few inches of space is provided between 
layers. 


Sausage can be made safe, so far as trichinae are 
concerned, by heat as well as by cold—and it can be 
done quicker. You can be sure that trichinae are de- 
stroyed if the meat is heated to at least 137 degrees 
—ALL the way through. You’ve cooked steaks, and 
you know that it is perfectly possible to burn a steak 
black on the outside, yet leave it not only rare but 
raw inside. 

Remember this when cooking sausage. Be sure it 
is cooked all the way -through, and the trichinae will 
be harmless. All of the above applies, of course, only 
to trichinae. It does not have anything to do with 
refrigerating meat to prevent spoilage. That’s a 
wholly different matter.

WASHINGTON, 
April 11 (AP). 

LOTS OF PEOPLE — kindly 
people, sympathetic people, rich 
and poor, young and old, high 
and low—have helped Set. Alvin 
York solve his federal income 
tax problem. 

Letters by the thousands have 
poured in from people wanting 
to contribute to the $25,000 fund 
needed to wipe out the World 
War I hero’s tax debdt. 

The goal now has been 
reached and hundreds of letters 
are yet to be opened. 

This national outpouring of 
good will to a man who served 
his country well has touched 
Capitol Hill where much of the 
mail these days is of the 
pressure or “gimmie” type. 

“These people are giving— 
not asking,” said Representa- 
tive Joe L. Evins (Dem.) 
Tennessee, treasurer for the 
York tax fund campaign. 
Speaker Sam Rayburn touched 
off the drive two weeks ago 
with a $1000 donation. 

There have been a few other 
big donations since then. But 
for every one of these there 
have been hundreds of $1 and 
$2 donations, Some sent pennies. 

Who contributed? Here are 
some samples: 

From Bobby Lamie, Kankakee, 
Ill.: “Dear Sergeant York—I am
